That happened on April 24th, A fellow prisoner 
by the name of FRANZ CEIGER told me that this French officer was brought in tothe 
yard of the crematorium on a stretcher from the hospital and the chief *2 
torium drew his pistol and fired at the man joint blank, This French officer was 
wounded and still groaning, This chief of the crematorium would not consent to the 
removal of the prisoner's clothing, merely taking the valuables, He wae then taken 
inside of the crematorium and placed into the furnace alive and moving, There is 
another fellow prisoner by the name of GORBRTZ who at that time worked on this 
torium detail and can still be found within the compound, 

é direct your attention to a Monday morñing, about 9:00 o'clock on 4 September

three groups, and each group was faced into different directions looking away from

The last group was led by BODTTCHER himself, I do not know who actually partook of 
the shooting of these prisoners but I do recall that only a few men were shot at the

of these Russian prisoners, every prisoner within the compound had to line up on 
the parade ground and stand at attention under the eyes of the 3S guards to- prevent 
any possible rict within the compound, Out of my own interest and for any possible 
future use against these brutalities, and murderers, I spoke to another prisoner 
friend of mine in charge of the disinfection room and had him call for the clothing 
of those Russian prisoners on the following morning. Upon examination of all of 
this clothing, we found that all markings as to number, race and classification

These 
regulators were ordinary and would work at the same time as the pumps mixing the gas.

The rubber adhered so well and so closely te the telescope 
that gas could not escape. 

Qq. Will you just generally describe, for the record, Exhibit "POIDA #12"? A,

was written in German the words "I am back again." I have soen such placards many 
times written in as much as five different languages. Thie prisoner was required to 
beat a drum and keep time while he marched before the assesbled prisoners, After he 
had made a tour of the parade ground, he was sometimes whipped again publicly.

Im all theso Gaso mr the 
capo of the crematorium whe did the hanging assisted by two of his men, MALLA was 
the capo, reportedly known ss a criminal convict; another was ZISGLER and there was 
also ŒI uk = all eriminal convicts, Of the hanging group ‘he aforementioned three 
were the black sheep, the remaining two having little to do. In all cases the Russians

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disposed of by burming. There was one man who had the task of extracting the gold 
teeth from all prisoners whe were killed, If he did not find as auch gold as the 
Germans had had recorded he was sent again to search for the missing amount, This 
man oftentimes fainted in performing this duty and he was given whiskey by the S5 
bọ as to have mental fortitude to carry out his assigned job, I am not a man . 
who was á seeker of information, all these things that I saw I was forced to seo 
end all of the things that I heard I heard only by chance. I wantea to forget thes 
all as soon as I heard them because I know that if a man let this great mass of 


information concern him, these killings and atrocities would weigh upon his mind,

As to the nusber of non-Polish Cath— 
olie Priests, there were aoproximately 450 since 1940. Of that number, approximately 
100 died. 41 German priests wre still in the camp when the Americans arrived, but 
that figure includes 11 Austrians and 4 Germans from Cgechoslovakia, who were brought 
among the German priests into this camp. As to the malaria experiments, 200 Polish 
Priests received injectéone, ant were subjected to this experiment, and 21 died from 


the imediate causes of the salaria experiments. 40 Polish priests were subjected 


and hed te undergo the plilegmone experiments, 11 of then died. I would like to give 
the name of LEON MICHALOMSKI, Ne is one of the few living victime of the experiments 
conducted by the German Luftwaffe in connection with cold water experiments.

Consequently, we only ate the bread and I know that over 200 Jews 
died from starvation, I, myself, today cannot eat anything except the black bread 
and water or coffee. It hae only been since the Americans came that I have had 
a sufficient cuantity of bread,

ceeded to beat mo, I remember also the brutalities of Nauptecharfuhrer VETTER, 
who, when the transporte of mick wen arrived, è majority suffering from typhus, 
used to hit the sen brutally, if they did not jump out of the cars quickly enough 
to suit hin, 
0. How often would you say that these beatings were aduinistered to the prisoners? 
A. Às it was very prevalent, and continuous, it seemed as though it were unending. 
Of course, when Camp #4, became a sick camp and the 53 guards could not enter the 
— proper, the beatings had to stop at the gate. They managed, however, to 
make up for this by kicking and beating us more severely whan We were outside of 
the compound proper, 
Je Speaking strictly from a medical stand point, what ean you say concerning the 
conditions at Camp Fhe A. One cannot speak about the true medieal picture at Camp 
fh due to several factors, First, if we ever received any instruments we could only 
keep them about fourteen days and they had to be returned, For 3,500 sick men even 
then we would only receive ome thermometer and two or three syringes. We might just 
' ge well have received none because we gould not even begin to take care of one an, 
to say nothing at all of the 3,500 sick, Te received no good bandages and prag= 
tically no medicine gò that we had to improvise by any means at our — Por 
instance, some of the work parties who worked outside of the camp would bring back 
medicines with them or the new prisoners to the camp would bring medicine from the 
lagers from which they came, We had sufficient cold water but no soap. Naturally 
we had not towels or anything olse with which to bathe the patients so that lice 


were everyuhere present in the hospital, I would like to state that since the water 
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man never were washed, They had merely to Me in their filth, This is why 
seabies, phlegmona and al) other types of aalmutrition were so prevalent in this 
camp. 
Qe Now many containers wore there for the prisoners who ate in thie gamp? 
A. There were only 400 containere for 3,500 men. They wore all required te use 
the same containers without any one ever baing washed, The distribution of feed 
and the eating of it lasted from 12:00 noom te 7:00 pom, This, of course, was 
for one meal only, 
J» What can you say as to the latrines facilities in the camp? A, They were 
obviously insufficient in number eo that men would defleate in the pails and any 
containers that they could obtain. Wen suffered from dysentery and present- 
ed a great problen in the camp - so great that waste disposal was inadequate and 
the camp was impossible to be kept clean. 
1, "hat was the obvious result of this condition of filth? A, Two main rewlte 
were immediately noticed, Due to the fact that there was filth in addition to 
malnutrition, men suffered and died like flies from tuberculosis, ‘Secondly, nen 
would get swollen feet and swollen faces. Their physical resistance was so weak 
that gangrene would break out and men would die in great numbers from this cause 
also, The immediate cause of death in this camp was not flick fever, but, in 
fact, dysentery, tuberculosis, phlegmoma and gangrene, Between the months of 
November 19,4 to April 1945 there were 2,400 deaths from various causes, It is 


o to note that during this period typhus was also prevalent at Camp fh.

eu, 01 Hauptman LICHELSDOAPER cane along and,seeing so many mon lying on 
this stretch of road, gave orders to stop the evacuation for the tine being «nd to 
carry and load up the men that were lying beside the road. At last he succeeded» 
in getting this train off with roughly 400 aboard. We then continued to bring out 
men whe had to lie in the cold all night until a second train arrived the next day 
about 10:00 a.m, in the soring. We had almost finished loading this second train 
with the sick men when an anti-aircraft train arrived, The train had hardly started 
to move « leaving another 300 to 400 men still on the ground yet to be loaded - 
when we were subjected to an air raid attack from low flying eneay airplanes. The 
train stopped after about 600 meters and we went immediately to assist various nen 
whe had been wounded by the air raid attack, We removed those who were killed, 

@ ne returned to the canp and reported that the renainfing sick men still in the 
hospital were absolutely not in any fit condition to move and begged that conveyance 
be provided for the transport, Thereupon some of the patients arrived in conveye 
ors and two tractor driven carts, Fe then loaded all the rondnder of the sick men 
on these conveyors. They were taken to the rail siding to wait a train. In the 
noantine we-veesived orders to take out all the dead and stack then on the lager 
strasse, Only at 7:00 p.m, in the evening a train arrived with iive Oot wagons 
whieh we started to load with the sick men, but in the meantime at least another 
200 man had died on the rail sidin«. This last train we loaded went to the station 
of Kaufering where it was joined to another train of twelwe wagons containing the 
sick man from Lager #1 ami after left for Munich, 
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We arrived pretty soon at the station Schwabenhausen where we stopped and 
shortly afterwards was joined again + the anti-aircraft train, These anti- 
aircraft gunse started firing at sone enemy planes over head and lamediately 
low flying bocbers arrived and attasked the two trains, ~e suffered many cagual- 
ties and many severely wounded anong the sick men and those mho could barely limp 
tried tọ get away from the train.

A, I can say this mech about Camp fll as I was 
there for about one month that the 320 there suffered exactly the same as those in Camp 
- Éwerything was exactly the same, the food, the clothing, beatings, and housing, 
3e How did you get from Casp #1 to Dachau? A, àt 11:00 p.m, on the night of 23 
Aprii 1945 we were told to prepare ourselves as the camp would be evacuated the next 
day. ‘The next day the Rapportfuhrer FOERSTER told us that we would be taken to | 
Switzerland and released in exchange for German Prisoners of War, but after we had 
left the camp the 55 accompanying us told us that this was not true and that we would 
be taken to the Tyrol, As my cousin was ill with a fever of 40 degrees when we are 
rived at the woods in the nighttime, I begged the Rapportfuhrer of our car who did 
not ill-treat us, if it were not possible to load the sick women on 4 car. He ac- 
ceded to this request and stopped a car and loading 18 of us om this car which brought 
us to Dachau, 


[ Have you anything else to say for this official record? A. The German SS guards 


took every opportunity to beat us, both the men and women guards, ‘They generally
